It Is understood th a t Belgium Is 
determined to adhere to her present 
policy, whereby she will make no 
agreement with Germany as long as 
passive resistance continues.

L loy d G eorge may not visit the United Sta tes this fall. Con­ 
ditions in Britain are such that he may decide that it is advisable 
for him to stay in England to improve his political fortune. 
Al­ 
ready there is a marked hostility to the present government and 
unless it is saved by fortuitous circumstances its defeat at an 


early date seems certain. 
The Lloy d George ministry was defeated in England because 
the people concluded that the foreign policy of the administration 
was likely to lead to conflict with Turkey and because of internal 
conditions which caused dissa tisfa ction and had to do largely 
with the governm ent’s 
housing and unemploy ment policies or 
lack of policies. 
But the Ba ldwin ministry is not receiving the 
congratulations of the press or the public. 
While the people were 
not disposed to follow Lloy d George when his policy promised con­ 
flict with Turkey the people did not ex pect that his successors 
would enter into a conference to compromise to the ex tent that 
the Baldwin ministry compromised in the conference of Lausanne. 
Neither the press of England nor the British public was impressed 
by the La usa nne settlem ent. 
Nor has there been made possible that ex pected improvement 
in the relations of France and England and in the internal condi­ 
tions for which the people hoped. 
There has been a slight de­ 
crease in unemploy ment, but the ex pected prosperity has not come 
in, and the public blames the government because of its failure 
to work out a means of a djusting the reparations question so 
that the continent might once more become a market for British 
goods. 
The Cuffcon note to Fra nce caused a considerable stir in 
Engla nd; it was written in strong terms and the press and the 
public believed that it would be followed by definite action on the 
part of England. 
Whether or not definite and independent a c­ 
tion by Britain would have helped the» situation much is not cer­ 
tain; it would have resulted in a division of forces in Europe and 
in a dangerous break between France and England. 
Wha t the 
result of the pursuit of this policy would have been is unknown, 
but because the public had been led to believe that the Baldwin 
ministry intended to take independent action, the public is restive 
when the ministry writes its opinion of Fra nce’s attitude and 
then vacates the council chamber in London and goes 
0 1 1 a va ca ­ 
tion at a time when ma tters of gra ve concern to the British people 
are in the balance. 
Perhaps it is well that the present a dminis­ 
tration should avoid a breach with France and that time sh ndd 
be given to France and Germany to come to an a greement which 
will make a break between Britain and France unnecessary , but 
the correct policy is not a lwa y s popular, unless circumstances 
prove it to be correct, and circumsta nces do not a lwa y s act as an 
ally of a political party or of a government. 
In the event that Stanley Baldwin’s policies are repudi­ 
ated by the house of commons it is almost certain that the king, 
a cting on well established precedent, will call in Ramsey Mac­ 
Donald and invite him to form a cabinet, but it is unlikely that 
the leader of the labor party will be able to control sufficient votes 
in the house of commons to enable a labor government to func­ 
tion. 
He would be faced by the hostility of the conserva tive party 
and many liberals would join the conservatives in opposition, and 
rely ing upon the membership of the labor party <n the house he 
would soon sutler defea t and the king would be compelled to call 
in another leader to form a ministry . 
If the Asquith liberals and 
the Lloy d George liberals can get together, it is quite possible 
that the day » s not for distant when the ex -premier, whose popu­ 
larity was at its height during the war, may aga in be called upon 
to go before the country with a program, and, a fter the ex pe­ 
rience the country has had with his successors, it is probable that 
he would win the endorsement of the voters. 
Lloy d George has 
been down but he was never counted out by those who know him 
and by others who have sensed the fact that a conserva tive min­ 
istry might have hard sledding in a country whose progressive 
tendencies are becoming gradually more radical. 
Lloy d George is 
the natural choice of those who would have neither ex treme in 
government, a pposing the radical labor party on one hand and the 
more or less reactionary conserva tive party on the other.

T he United Sta tes coal commission is opposed to the nation­ 
alization of the bituminous toal mines. 
An ea rlier report had 
recommended legislation that would authorize the seizure of the 
anthracite mines in case of a strike. 
The reason for this di­ 
vergence is probably found in the fact that there was danger of 
a strike in the anthracite field tit the time when the report was 
prepared and the commission felt that legislation might be neces­ 
sary to prevent an emergency in the nation. 
But even in the cast 
of the anthracite mines the emergency did not arise because u 
settlement was worked out without the necessity of the govern­ 
ment considering taking over the mines. 
1 lu commission believes that the operators and the miners 
are able to work out their problems as sa tisfa ctorily as the gov­ 
ernment would bundle them it it were in control of the mines. 
.J ust what those who ia vor public or national ownership ex pect 
to get out ol it does not appear at all clear. 
I nless the govern­ 
ment paid a subsidy to the miners they could not get more in 
wa ges than the amount that might be consistently taken out of 
the business, and even though the first charge a ga inst the indus­ 
try were wages these would be determined by the profit realized 
from the operation ol the mines. 
In case wa ges fell to a low 
level the mi in is would be inclined to strike a ga inst the govern­ 
ment and in such a situation the government would be compelled 
to pay a bonus out of government funds or a ttempt to compel ihe 
miners to woik against their will. 
Neither of these would be 
.satisfactory . ^ J ne public would object to the government pay ing 
a bonus to mineis ami not to workers in other trades, and in case 
the government attempted to coerce the workers one of the fun­ 
damental rights of American citizens would be challenged.

There are indications of the spread of these ideas in 
countries where the fa scists and communists have gained control 
of na tions; while in the United Sta tes there is a serious division 
in the churches over ma tters of theology ; a dangerous division in 
society where fa ctions are opposed to each other, some of these 
choosing to secure their ends by ta king the law into their own 
hands; and opposed a ttitudes to government, some seeking to de­ 
stroy the present order, while others, aroused by thts a ttempt, are 
becoming more and more reactionary and intolerant of the views 
of their fellow citizens who do not see things as they see them. 
The American Bar association calls a ttention to the spread of 
communistic ideas and wa rns America ns that there is a grave 
danger to the nation in this diffusion of ideas that look to revolu­ 
tion as a means of winning the things they define. 
Doubtless the 
America n Bar a ssocia tion carefully Weighed the evidence and feels 
justified in proclaiming that communism is ga ining ground rap­

elementary, or are they compounded 
of something still more elem entary?’’ 
In the light of the discoveries of the 
last few years about radium one au­ 
thority recurs to a theory, advocated 
h.\ him ninny years ago, that as the 
planets were evolved out of the origi­ 
nal nebula which gave birth to the 
solar system the clmmicnl elements 
themselves were also evolved out of 
oinething far less complex than them­ 
selves. 
The fact that existing nebulae 
are very simple in composition, while 
stars In various stages of development 
exhibit more and more complexity, un­ 
til In solidified bodies like tho earth, a 
groat number of chemical elements 
with a myriad of compounds are found. 
is regarded as strongly •importing this 
theory. 
The phenomenon of radium 
leads to the additional suggestion that 
as In the development of the heavenly 
bodies we seem to see tho growth of 
the elements, so in radioactivity we 
witness their decay.—New York Her­ 
ald. 
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Lock to New Plant for Oil. 
A plant that belongs to the lettuce 
family and that is now cultivated In 
Upper Egypt and can he grown with 
profit in certain parts of the Sudan is 
a new source of edible oil. 
The seed 
yields under pressure from 37 to ITS 
per cent of oil and certain si foci mens 
of fresh seed from the Sudan, which 
contained less than -I per cent of wa­ 
ter, yielded more than 44 per cent. The 
oil is odorless, of a light yellow color 
and without a disagreeable taste. The 
seed is so small that it cannot he 
handled with ordinary equipment, hut 
tile oil product is so valuable that new 
machinery will no doubt ho built to 
do the work.
